MOSCOW flTD—Russia announc­ 
ed today that Soviet air. land and 
naval forces in the areas border­ 
ing Iran and Turkey will begin 
training m aneuvers Friday. 
The announcement published in 
all the Soviet new spapers cam e 
as Am erican forces established 
positions in Lebanon, within easy 
flying distance of the S o v i e t 
m aneuver areas, and other m ajor 
W estern m ilitary unita were dis­ 
persed nearby. 


UNITS OF THE Black Sea fleet, 
with bases close to the Turkish 
coast, will participate in t h e 
m aneuvers. T h e announcem ent 
said the exercises are being held 
in accordance with the plan to 
keep Soviet arm ed forces “ in 
close com bat preparedness." 
Although 
m aneuvers w e r e 
believed to be part of annual ex- 
ercisee, the tim ing of the an­ 
nouncem ent may have been de­ 
signed to follow R ussia's warning 
W ednesday for the United States 
to get out of Lebanon. 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT s a i d 
as of July 18 t r a i n i n g of "So­ 
viet land and air forces will be 
carried out in the Transcaucasus 
and Turkestan m ilitary districts." 
The Transcaucasus District bor­ 
ders on Turkey and Iran, b o t h 
m em bers of the pro - W estern 
Baghdad Pact, and lies less than 
800 m iles from Beirut and NATO 
bases in Turkey. Turkestan 
is 
the plateau area farther to the 
east along the frontiers of Af­ 
ghanistan and the western reaches 
of Com m unist China.

Surely Not What It Should Be 


Danger O f Forest Fires 
Increasing Each Year 


W ith m ore Ilian half of the 100,000,­ 
000 acres in California covered with for­ 
ests an d b ru sh land th e dry sum m er 
season each y e a r bring» w ith it the ser­ 
ious d a n g e r of vast d estruction by fire. 
F orest an d brush fires not only d e­ 
spoil th e n a tu ra l resources, despoil the 
scenery an d destroy wildlife, but the de­ 
nuded slopes are unable to retain m ois­ 
ture from snow' or rain and result in 
both flash floods and droughth. 
N othing is m ore fearsom e or d ang er­ 
ous and difficult to co m b at than a r a g ­ 
ing, w indsw ept, uncontrolled holocaust 
in a d ry tinderlike forest terrain. 
Despite the em ploy m en t of m odern 
tra n sp o rt and fire fighting equipm ent 
including planes and helicopters spew­ 
ing blaze extin g uishing chemicals, fight­ 
ing forest fires is still prim arily a b uttle 
of man a g ain st the elem ents unleashed 
in all of th e ir overpow ering fury. 
While m a n y agencies hav e joined in 


a y ear a ro u n d cam paign to educate the 
public to prev en t forest fires, the ste a d ­ 
ily increasing population an d o th er u n ­ 
controllable factors each season cause 


g r e a t loss a n d e x p e n s e . 
F orest fires, like o th er blazes every­ 
where, slem from fo u r main beginnings 
— carelessness 
w ith 
fire, 
accidents, 


lightning and incendiarism. 
Two of these, accidents and lightning, 
are uncontrollable a n d d epend on fhe 
frequency of such unpredicab lcs as fall­ 
ing aircra ft or su m m er thunderstorm s. 
In a sense, the arson ist is also uncon­ 
trollable, altho ug h once c a u g h t his de­ 
mented, am n iacal crim es can be ended 


b y in carceration for a term so long as 
to disco urag e an y o th ers w ith su c h ten­ 


dencies. 
C arelessness clearly is the m o st uni­ 
versal field for fire prevention efforts. 
W ith m ore persons going into th e for­ 
ests each year, it is in the final anzly- 
is up to each Individual to exercise 
even g re a te r care th a n ever to avoid 
any possible a c t w hich m ig h t sta rt a 
forest fire. 
Strict observance of all laws an d the 
u tm ost r a re with flame of an y kind are 
absolutely essential to the preservation 
of o u r forests.

CHICAGO - TPÜ - steak ex­ 
pert A1 Farber says the secret of 
a good charcoal-broiled steak lies 
in the quality of 
tiie 
meat. 
It 
should have a marble coloring of 
white and red and there should 
he a ring of fat around a sirloin 
or a porterhouse 
To prepare, pre heat the broiler 
-including the grill—to at least 
750 degrees. Then lay the unsea­ 
soned steak over the grill. 
A rare steak takes about four 
minutes to broil. 
Farber cooks 
one side for three minutes and 
the other side for one minute. He 
says this method seals in the na­ 
tural flavor and juices 
so 
they 
won t run out when the meat is 
turned 
Medium rare steaks s h o u l d 
char for about 
six 
minutes, he 
say», and medium steaks t a k e 
about eigl-.t minutes. 
Steak well done? Farber gives 
no advice, because he never pre­ 
pares one that way if he can help 
I it

foot or 
joints. 
Run a finger around the rim of 
a cup to detect warped, wavy or 
rough edges. The cup should ring 
clearly when tapped with a pen­ 
cil. 
Tht back of a piece should be 
as periect as the front, without 
pin holes, glaze marks, or splotch­ 
es. 
Bounce the light off the surface 
of the glaze. It should be smooth, 
with no waves, pools or bumps. 
Color should be dear, not grey, 
muddy, or blue-white. 
Cup handles s h o u l d be large 
enough for a man to hold, and 
each piece should be well - bal­ 
ance ^ and proportioned. 
Pattern and trim must not be 
uneven or rough. Gold should be 
deep and rich, not bright a n d 
brassy. Check for tiny breaks and 
imperfections.
